BONNIE ROWE DIES

~ FROM PLANE HERE 


Pioneer Aerial Stunt Man 
Loses Grip on Landing 
Gear, Plunges to Ground 
Near Dodd Field, Pri- 
vate Airport. 


PILOT IS INJURED 
AS SHIP CRASHES 


A. P. Dodd Sought To 
Save Wing-Walker by 


Flying Over Lake; Rowe 


Widely Known.

Bonnie Rowe, pioneer southern 
wing-walker and parachute jumper 
and a familiar figure around the At- 
lanta municipal airport for a number 
of years, was killed at about 5:30 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon when he 


lost his grip on the landing gear of a 
plane to which he was hanging and 
plunged 100 feet to the ground. The 
accident occurred on the edge of Dodd 
field, a small private airport on the 
Brown’s Mill road, from which Rowe 
had taken off a few minutes before 
AS a passenger in an open-cockpit 
plane flown by Albert P. Dodd. 

According to eyewitnesses, who were 
horror-stricken when the stunt man’s 
hody hurtled to the ground, Rowe ap- 
parently had become exhausted after 
having hung by his hands to the 
plane’s under-carriage for about 15 
minutes. He did his usual stunts, it 
was said, using the straight-axle land- 
ing-gear of the plane for a trapeze, 
but when he attempted to pull him- 
self back onto the wing he was un- 
eple to ae > Cpe a from the 

erizonta r, howe hung one 

hand for a few minutes and oe Ri 
his body landing with terrific force 
in a small swamp which skirts the 
field at that point. 

The stunt man’s body bounded for- 
ward 30 or 40 feet after it struck the 
ground, it was said, and came to rest 
in mud which almost completely cov- 
ered it. A Grady ambulance was 
summoned, but Rowe was found to 
be dead when he reached the hospital. 
He had suffered a broken ‘neck, broken 
legs and arms and numerous other in- 
juries. 

Dodd, pilot of the plane, said that 
he did not become aware of Rowe's 
predicament until just before Rowe's 
fall. He said he throttled his motor, 
lost altitude rapidly and then headed 
for a small lake near by in which 
Rowe could have made a safe descent. 
He called out to Rowe to “hang on,” 
Dodd said, and a moment later the 
wing-walker plunged to his death. 

Dodd said that the carburetor of his 
plane caught fire just as Rowe hur- 
tled to the ground, and that he was

NEW SNAGS CTRIICK Scarface Says Gang Will Aid 


In Search for Lindbergh Baby 


Anything that remains of his or- 
ganization will do its utmost to bring 
about the return of the Lindbergh 
Capone said Wednesday 
night as he was being hurried to 
prison where he is to serve an 11- 
year term for evasion of federal in- 
come tax laws. 


“I have spent money and used every 
effort I eould to restore the baby to 


its father and mother,” the gangster 
said, 


“As long as I have contact 
with a human being I will lend my 
efforts to the search for the child.” 

The gangster hesitated to discuss 
the kidnaping. 

“You know,” he said, “I have been 
given a raw deal in that case.” 

_ “Have you done anything to assist 
in restoring the child to Colonel and 
Mrs+ Lindbergh?” he was asked, di- 
rectly. 

“Colonel Lindbergh can testify as 
to that,” he replied. “I think it was 
the worst crime ever committed.” 
_Capone said that Salvy Spitale, 
New York gangster who was appoint- 
ed as an intermediary between him- 
self and the kidnapers by Colonel 
Lindbergh, is a close friend of his. 

“Spitale and I have been friends for 
years,” he said. “The talk about me 
wishing to trade temporary freedom 


for my efforts to hunt the child is og 


the bunk. I have never projected any 


exchange for that. Even if I- am_be- 
hind the bars I'll do anything I can 
to get tlie baby back. Everyone in 
the world wants to see that baby 
home.” | 

Capone scoffed at reports that mem- 
bers of his gang would take up resi- 
dence in Atlanta in order to be.near 
their chief during his prison stay. 

“There won't be anyone to see me 
but members of my family and.a few 
close friends if the authorities will al- 
low them,” the gangster said. “My 
wife will come to Atlanta for a day or 
two just as soon as it can be ar- 
ranged but even she and our boy will 
not live here during my term. They'll 
come here as often as they can but 
they'll continue to make their home in 
Chicago.” 

Capone said he felt particularly 
sorry that he had to go to prison be- 
eause of his son. 

“Young Al is 12 years old now but 
he’s not strong and I have grave fears 
for him,” the gangster said with a 
touch of wistfulness. ‘“He’s a good 
boy and I want him to grow up and 
be the best possible man. I-hope the 
world won’t hold against him all the 
things they say about his father.” 

Capone has been married 15 years. 

“My wife is the only woman I ever 
loved in my life,” he said. “I’ve been 


in love with her since I was seven

Hague was widely hailed by the 
League of Nations as the beginning 
of a world code of law to be ad- 
ministered by the world court. 

_“Mr. President, the president of the 
National Association of Women Law- 
yers has asked me to speak for her 
on behalf of the association. 

“In 1930 when our government was 
participating in the world conference 
for the codification of international 
law meeting at The Hague, we cane 
to you to urge that our country use 
its great power to further equality in 
nationality. We did this not only for 
American women but for all women. 
So splendidly did you respond to this 
reasonable request. that our country 
refused to be a party to the conven- 
tion adopted there. We were proud 
of our country and grateful to you. 

_ “Women from all over the world 
immediately protested against the 
convention and have continually urged 
the league to reopen the subject—but 
in vain. The league has brushed aside 
the objections of women as of no

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Now is the time te start your 
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consequencé—it has even refused to 
give women an adequate opportunity 
to voice their protests. On the con- 
tray, the league seems determined to 
p for the ratification of the con- 
vention, and determined to launch a 
world code of law—as the system of 
law to govern the World Court—with 
this convention discriminating against 
women as its cornerstone. In view of 
this situation, we feel it is impera-

the steps raised a thin racket of 
welcome as the flabby fat man, who 
was retently the most f and 
sinister figure in the nation, stumbled 
in to join them. His future pals 
‘were giving Al the Bronx. cheer. 

Capone walked into the main hall- 
way carrying a small satchel. His 
dark coat was over his arm and his 
other hand sweatily clutched his pearl 
gray fedota hat. For nearly five 
minutes the bulky prisoner found 
himself ignored. He stood, shifting 
his weight uneasily and staring about 
without moving his head. Finally a 
guard motioned to him, jerking an 
upturned thumb. With evident relief 
Capone followed him teward the cell 
block that will be his home for more 
than seven years. 

If Capone's term is served in strict- 
ly good behavior he is subject to pa- 
role at the end of seven years and four 
| months. 

The guard did not look around as 
they vanished down a corridor. 

Becomes a Numer. 

Once behind the prison walls, the 
name Capone became a legend. As 
soon as Marshal H. C. W. Lauben- 
heimer, of Chicago, and his deputies 
turned their charge over to the pris- 
on authorities he was led away for a 
bath, a prison haircut and the other 
routine all inmates must undergo. 
He was assigned No. 40886. He has 
made the front page for the last time 
in many, Many moons. 

But the outside world’s last picture 
of Capone was. with a smile on his 
face. Handcuffed and completely sur- 
rounded by deputy marshals, secret 
service agents and Atlanta policemen, 
the gangster reached the prison just 
as the setting sun was casting its 
last feeble rays on the big stone strue- 
ture, Capone could see @nly the out- 
line of the building. Suddenly the 
smile faded from his lips for a mo- 
ment and solemnky he turned to one 
of his guards, Police Lieutenant Rob- 


ert Wagner: 

“Lord, it looks like the White 
House,” he. said. Then as the motor 
car in which he was riding halted mo- 
'mentarily. at the giant iron gate, he 
paused to say a last word to newspa- 
permen : 

“Well, there’s no difference, now,” 
he said calmly: “It’s just as it was. 
I got a raw deal,” 


Then he was gone. Public Enemy 
No. 1 became a number which will 
be written down only on government 


files, 
Gets “Mugged” Today. 

Today he will be photographed and 
finger-printed and then “cage in an 
isolation ward for possibly a month 
until his physical fitness is estab- 
lished. 

After that, if he has been “good,” 
he will be awarded a job. He may 
be assigned to peeling spuds; he may 
be considered intelligent and handy 
enough to work in the tailor shop; 
he may be allowed to perform office- 
boy duties in the library; he may be 
set, like Leopold and Loeb, other fa- 
mous Chicagoans, to making brooms. 
_ Whatever it is, Capone, whose word 
recently meant success or failure for 
small business enterprises, whose or- 
ders doled out life or death and whose 
suggestions were perforce listened to 
by high government officials, will be 
told what to do. 

Capone is through with his old: life 
as hoodlum boss of Chicago, he said. 
“I'm not just starting # mew: leaf,” 
he said, “I’m opening a new book and 
the old one is closed fer good.” He 
had previously asserted he was 
through with “politics and all the oth- 
er rackets.” 

The gangster whose word has been 
law in Chicago’s gangland in recent 
years was resolved to be a meek and 
model prisoner, saying it was the 
smart thing to do to “go along with 
everybody and co-operate.” 


Hun Crowd Station. 


Perhaps \the largest crowd to seek 
a glimpse of the gangster saw less of 
him that did others who formed small- 
er groups. This one was at the Union 
station here. Hundreds milled about 
the station plaza while on the train 
level there was a crowd of several 
hundred more. 

Even before the train came to a 
halt United States Marshal Louis H. 
Crawford, of Atlanta, and his dep- 
uties were on board and holding back 
those of the crowd who had eluded a 
line of policemen. Within a minute 
the car was uncoupled from the Dixie 
Flyer and shunted on to a siding. 
There government motor cars were 
waiting, engines tuned. Capone jaunt- 
ily stepped from the train, carrying 
his own bag and with his overcoat 
on his arm, covering fairly well the 
handcuffs. As Crawford hurried in 
front and Laubenheimer walked im- 
mediately behind Capone strode brisk- 
ly across and jumped into the car. 
In a few seconds the convoying cars 


off toward his new home. 
In Happy Mood. 


Guards on the Capone special said 
he was in a much happier mood than 
at any time since his conviction. Hav- 
ing carried his case to the supreme 
court of the United States, where he 
failed in an effort to obtain a review, 
Capone was resigned to his fate. 


“I think I feel as good as any man 
who ever went to prison with 11 years 
staring him in the face,” the gangster 
said. “Just think J’ll not get in the 
big house until after 7 o'clock and by 
midnight I'll have pulled one day of 
my time. I’d gladly trade five hours 
now for 24.” 


The swarthy gangster made merry 
on his last day outside prison walls. 
He was up long. before the train 
reached Nashville and as usual dress- 
ed with extreme care, He wore a dark 
blue suit, an almost pure white hat, 
white shirt: blue tie and white hand- 
kerchief. He smiled broadly as the 
porter shined his pointed black shoes 
to his apparent deep satisfaction and 
he rewarded that worthy's efforts 
with a new one-dollar bill. 


At Chattanooga, where the train 
arrived a few moments ahead of 
schedule, Capone met local newspaper 
craftsmen and gave his almost undi- 
vided attention to a young woman re- 
porter. 

He talked freely about life but lit- 
tle or none about gangland. When 
the young woman had departed, Ca- 
pone was informed that she recently 
obtained a reward for solving a bank 
robbery and developing information 
ecg led to the artest of the ban- 


ts. 
. “Well, that’s fine; I hope she gets 
a good salary for the job she did to- 
day,” Capone said. “I don't want any- 
way to say I stood in the way of them 
‘doing their job.” 

Silent on Underworld. 

To questioners who sought to ob- 
tain infotmation about his activities 
in Chicago’s underworld, Capone 
waved his hand and smiled. 

“Yon wouldn't get personal with 
a fellow, would you?” he countered 
to a query which sought to learn if

Colonel Napier was born March 28, 
1863, in Walker county, the son of 
the noted editor and patriot, Nathan 
C. Napier, and Mrs. Napier. After at- 
tending the public schools of his home 
county Colonel Napier entered the 
North Georgia Agricultural College, at 
Dahlonega, and was graduated with an 
A. B. degree in 1882. Immediately 
thereafter he moved to Monroe, where 
he became editor of the Walton News. 
During that time he served as court 
reporter and read law, which led to 
his M. A, degree from the University 
of Georgia 16 years after his first 
graduation. 

The young lawyer's brilliant carcer 
was interrupted during the Spanish: 
American War and the call to arms 
found him serving as a soldier. After 
the war he came to Atlanta in 1900 
and became a member of the law firm 
of Napier. Wright and Wood. Recog- 
nition of his rc oggel ability—always 
apparent in his soldierly bearing— 
was given in an appointment as judge 
advocate general of the Georgia Na- 
tional Guard with the rank of colonel. 

Became Nationally Known. 

Following the first few years of law 
practice in Atlanta Colonel Napier be- 
came a nationally-known figure in his 
profession. He was a member of the 
Atlanta, Georgia and American Bar 
Associations and of the National As- 
so¢iation of Attorneys-General. He 
was at one time president of the Com- 
mercial Law League of America, the 
only southerner to hold the office, and 
was on various important committees 
of other legal associations. He was a 
director of the George Washington 
Memorial Association. 

It was during a speech madc be- 
fore a convention of the Commercial 
Law League here in 1927 that Colonel 
Napier suffered his first serious 
stroke. Though he has been active in| 
work since that time, only his iron 
determination, his associates say, en- 
abled him to ‘combat ill health until 
five weeks ago, when he again suc- 
cumbed to a stroke. However, his 
health had steadily improved during 
recent weeks and his death was un- 
expected.

In Roosevelt’s loss of California 
it appears that Al Smith has ‘been 
successful in this instance, in his 
effort against the man who. on ‘two 
occasions before national conven- 
tions took his life in his hands to 
‘place him in nomination for presi- 
dency. 

Smith’s name was presented in 
California solely to strengthen the 
effort to stop Roosevelt. He knows 
that there is not the slightest chance 
of his nomination and yet, despite 
his obligation of gratitude, he per- 
mitted the use of his name in- the 
hope that it would encompass 
Roosevelt’s defeat. 

The strategy, by which a vote 
was divided which should have been 
united, seems to have been success- 
ful and Speaker Garner wins the 
delegates of the state by a plu- 
rality. 

Former Secretary of the Treas- 
ury McAdoo, who has never for- 
given Roosevelt “for supporting 
Smith in the New York convention, 
lined up with the opposition, cor- 
railing for Garner the. prohibition 
vote, while the sentinrent in favor 
of the modification of the eight- 
eenth amendment was split between 
Roosevelt’ and’ Smith. With Smith 
out of the race, Roosevelt would 
have received 90 per cent of his 
yote and would have carried the 
state overwhelmingly. 

Roosevelt’s showing in the face 
of this combined opposition is all 
the more remarkable since he was 
practically without newspaper back- 
ing in the state. The Hearst news-

No, they say in Ru- 
mania and Bulgaria, where there is 
a rumpus about Henri Barbusse. who 
recently visited those countries, in- 
spected their jails, judiciary system 
and then in a series of . subsequent 
articles in the Paris press, denounced 
the system as barbarous and ter- 
roristic. 

“Barbusse abused his privileges 
as a foreigner. He took our hospital- 
ity and then turned around and ma- 
ligned us before the whole civilized 
world. Rumania ought to bar those 
journalistic investigators after. this, 
We can look after our own. affairs 
and don’t need these interfering for-

“I believe that in Georgia we treat 
our trial judges as unfairly as any 
set of public officials has ever been 
treated,” said’ the Atlanta ‘lawyer.

After abandoning their 
private practice they may at the end 
of their term face absolute want. 
Though we hold them responsible for 
the administration of justice in their 
courts, we have deprived them of all 
power to be of any aid to the jury.”

plete, Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt 
tonight seemed to have captured Ala- 
bama’s entire 24 votes for the demo- 
cratic national convention in yester- 
day's statewide primary.

2126 ballot boxes, gaye the New 
York governor better than a Q2-to-1l 
lead in the contest with an uninstruct- 
ed ticket for eight delegates from the 
state-at-large with half a vote each. 

While district returns lagged far 
behind the state-at-large, in practical- 
ly every instance, Roosevelt pledged 
candidates polled a similar majority 
in these races. In several district 
races, a run-off seemed likely before 
the delegates were chosen, but Roose- 
velt delegates. topped each slate and 
managers of the New Yorker's cam- 
paign claimed a clean sweep. 

In the state-at-large, former Gov- 
ernor W. W. Brandon, of Tuscaloosa, 
led the Roosevelt ticket with a total 
of 78,315 votes against 35,994 for 
Hugh Mallory, of Selma ,who was high 
man of the uninstructed candidates.

BERLIN, May 4.—Former 
Crown Prince Frederick Wilhelm 
appealed to the American people 
today to “understand what is at 
stake in a Germany driven to de- 
apair by economic distress and the 
humiliating limitations on her sov- 
ereign rights.” 

This appeal came in the course 
of an interview, the first granted 
by the former heir to the crown 
since his return to his Fatherland 
from exile in 1923. His 50th 
birthday is Friday. 

In the first stages of the 40- 
minute chat, Frederick Wilhelm 
sat nonchalantly on a sofa, puffing 
leisurely on a cigaret. His face 
hardened and his voice became vi- 
brant as he led the conversation to 
the subject nearest his heart—the 
condition of Germany. Pent-up 
feelings from almost nine years of 
silence seemed to surge within 
him. 

The interview opened on the sub- 
jects of recent technical advances 
and athletics, in both of which 
the crown prince is strongly in- 
terested. 

“It has long been a. pet dream 
of mine to visit America and now 
that the Olympic games are near 
at hand I wish especially that I 
might see them,” he said. 

“So many friends have told me 
about the wonders of California, 
and I have so steeped myself in 
Jack London's novels that 1 am 
yearning for your west coast. 

“To think that one can go in 
swimming the year round! And 
what an indescribable spot on earth 
your Yosemite valley with snow- 
clad mountains as a background 
must be.” 

Turning to the subject of the 
machine age and modern technical 
advances, the crown prince  ob- 
served: 

“As far as I personally am con- 
cerned, an active interest in every 
kind of technical development has 
been running parallel to and al- 
most equal with my military and 
artistic interests. 

“It is perhaps no accident that 
this interest is evident especially 
clearly in the case of my sons. 
believe, for instance, that my son, 
Louis Ferdinand, ‘whom you Amer- 
icans know through his activity in 
the Ford factory at Detroit, where 
he is working with great joy and 
with a will to do his part as a 
good, honest mechanic side by side 
with his American comrades, 
chose this field of activity of his 
own free will because the love for 
things mechanical is in his very 
blood as an inheritance from my 
own love for technics. 

Pleased by Interest. 

“In the.case of my other boys, 
too, I am giad to see a active in- 
terest in things mechanical derel- 
oping, and°i am -doubly- giad. that 
with them, as with me, this in- 
terest is not limited purely to the 
mechanism of technical labor; but 
that they are constantly searching 
for the bridge that must be con- 
structed from technique over to the 
spiritual and economic phases of 
life, for:this, as far as I can judge, 
constitutes one’ of the most diffi- 
cult problems of our time. 

“Our technical development has 
progressed with gigantic strides in 
a manner nobody dreamed of dur- 
ing the period of years when, ow- 
ing to the war and post-war phe- 
nomena, a large part of the male 
working population was withdrawn 

- from its customary places of labor. 

“The equilibrium which obtained 
about the time the war began be- 
tween the standard of our technical 
attainment and the general condi- 
tions of life has been destroyed. 

“We are faced with the difficult 
roblem of finding an adjustment 

tween things to be ereated by hu- 
man labor on one hand and tech- 
nical means on the other. We are 
faced with the necessity of restor- 
ing purchasing power and possibili- 
ties for the disposal of goods, and 
of translating into practical real- 
ity the God-ordained right to a job 
and bread for a man willing to 
work. : 

“Germans have ever heen the 
most zealons for work of any peo- 
ple on earth. Hence it is my con- 
viction that in this respect Ger- 
many Has a special duty to per- 
form. All that is needed is that 
her. people. be afforded an oppor- 
tunity to dd so. 

World Affected. 

“These times of crisis have made 
obvious how fateful are worldwide 
repercussions when this possibility 
is denied 1s Gérmans. In the final 
analysis. the whole civilized world 
feels the consequences, 

“Besides, it is precisely this check 
imposed.in many different ways on 
Germany's will to work which pro- 
duced a tension, by no means lim- 
ited to Germany, of a natnre cal- 
lated to prevent us and the world 
from coming to rest. and whose 
causes are so little understood, and 
in fact so. often misunderstood, out- 
side of Germany.” 

The crown prince had started the 
interview in German. Then he 
changed over inte English, which 
he speaks like. an Oxford scholar, 
and now he was back again in Ger- 
man enlivened br undiluted Berlin 
slang. Displaying great emotion, 
and with his voice tremendously 
earnest he continued: 

“That brings me to the terrible 
material and spiritual-distress of 
my people. After all it is impos- 


misery produces despair and de- 
spair knows no restraint. 
“Hence, with all possible zeal, I 
call out to those willing to listen! 
What has become of our German 
people who by theit own effort 
and with unparalleled devotion, 
held their own for more than four 
years against a world of enemies, 
who stood their ground as long as 
they were opposed by the honest 
weapons of soldiery and until the 
moment that subterranean weapons 
and means against which we Ger- 
mans were powerless, felled a body 
that was exhausted,.bled white, and 
starved? : 

“Claims made about Germany's 
guilt for the outbreak of the war 
are untrue and have, besides, long 
been disproved. 

“What about the thesis with 
which the United States in 1917 en- 
tered the war against Germany— 
the thesis concerning the necessity 
of fighting in behalf of the liberty 
of small nations? What a prepos- 
terous, fateful mistake! 

“What about the celebrated 14 


were untrue? 

. “What .of the dictates of Ver- 
sailles, which, erected on the men- 
dacious thesis of 


upon us and weighed us down with 
unbearable burdens? | 

“Have you. proud and_ free 
Americans. any inkling of what it 
means to make a proud people sub- 
mit to special laws and regulations? 
Is it necessary to point out what 
it: means to take the right of de- 


‘termining its national defense for 


i from a. people with a history 
of centuries and with boundaries 
exposed on all sides? 
> “IT raise these points because they 
carry us right into the midst«of 
Germany’s burning shame.and into 
ouf horrible misery. © 

“Perhaps after reading this you 
Americans can understand what it 
is that is being struggled and fought 
for so passionately here. and why it 
is that despair is so on the increase. 

“This dictate of Versailles, from 
which the whole wrold is suffering, 
and the spirit from which it eman- 
ated, are, in the last, analysis. re- 
sponsible for all the disaster of to- 
day. True enough you Americans 
did not si it, but—and you will 
pardon me for saying this—you have 
made it possible and you continte 
to tolerate the impossible conditions 
created by it. 

‘End to Reparation.

MIAMI, ‘Fla., May 4—()—A 
grand jury tonight had under consider- 
ation the evidence under which State’s 
Attorney N. Vernon Hawthorne asks 
a murder indictment against Captain 
W. N. Lancaster, former British fly- 
er, for the death of Haden Clarke, 
fiance of his noted flying partner, Mrs. 
J. M. Keith-Miller. 

Clarke, a young writer, was shot to 
death in the room he shared with Lan- 
easter at the home of Mrs. Keith- 
Miller here, shortly after Lancaster’s 
return to Miami after bolas notified 
of intentions of Clarke and Mrs. Keith- 
Miller to be married. 

Both the fliers called the death a 
suicide, but suicide notes found with 
the body were called forgeries by a 
handwriting expert, and the prosecu- 
tor said he had obtained Lancaster’s 
admission that he wrote them to avoid 
suspicion for himself and Mrs. Keith- 
Miller. | 

Evidence taken before the grand 
jury included the notes found with the 
body, and Lancaster’s own diary, 
which Hawthorne said “showed con- 
clusively that the man was head over 
heels in love with Mrs. Keith-Miller.”

Frank was born in Des Moines in 
1909.*Tiis family moved to Glendale, 
Cal., when Frank was ready for the 
fourth grammar grade school and he 
started running when in the sixth 
grade. He went out for track when a 
Glendale high school freshman, -run- 
ning third in 10.4 in the first 100- 
yard dash he ever entered. 

: DEVELOPS FAST. 

Wykoff developed rapidly and was 
state- high school champion in the 
century, the 220-yard dash and the 
broad a in his junior year. His 
high school career ended in 1928, He 
entered the Olympic tryouts and came 
into national fame by beating Charley 
Paddock at 100 and 200 meters in 
10.6 and 20.8. 

Later, in the national champion- 
ships, which were the final Olympic 
tryouts, he ran four 100-meter dashes 
in one day and.won all of them in 
10.6. In his first time out after the 
nationals he pulled a leg muscle. This 
ended training before the games in 
Amsterdam and he ran poorly—there- 
after his inactivity left him 10 pounds 
overweight. 3 ; 

Wykoff ketnly enjoys running in 
actual competition, but .he- has no 
Spartan fondness for training. He was 
happier when fighting his way to na- 
tional recognition than be was after 
he was forced to defend his laurels. 

“BABIED” ALONG. 

Iliness may have helped Wykoff. 
He was a student at’Glendale Junior 
College in 1928-29 and ran rather 
poorly because he was unable to shake 
off the after effects of a tonsil opera- 
tion. He entered the University of 
Southern California in the fall of 1920 
and with marks of :09.4, twice broke 
the world’s record for the 100 in bis 
first year. His coaches, because of 
the previous illness, had decided to 
“baby” him along. They did not work 
him hard, kept him out of eventa that 
required many heats, and kept him out 
of the 220 in the bigger meets. The 
result was a big improvement in 
Frank's health, and as the records 
prove, in his running ability.

Bonnie Rowe, who was about 40 
years old, had more than 1,000 para- 
chute jumps to his credit since enter- 
ing the aerial stunt game about 10 
years ago. He joined Mabel Cody's 
first flying circus when it was. or- 
ganized here in 1925, at the time of 
the opening of» Candler field, : and 
stayed with that organization for sev- 
eral years. During that time the cir- 
cus toured the entire country and at 
one time or another numbered among 
its pilots some of the best known of 
the present-day airmen of the south. 

During the last few years Rowe had 
lived in Hapeville and had worked out 
of the municipal airport on “barn- 
storming” trips and at air meets and 
airport openings in many parts of the 
south. He had made numerous Sun- 
day. afternoon jumps at Candler field 
and probably was known to more pi- 
lots than any other non-flyer in the 
south. 

Rowe had enjoyed a_ sort of 
charmed existence and had had any 
number of almost miraculous escapes 
from death. On. one occasion, in 
South Carolina, his parachute had dis- 
integrated duriftg a 2,500-foot, but 
by skillful handling of the torn fabric 
he was able to escape with little more 
than a few bruises. At another time, 
during a tour of Florida, he climbed 
down to a landing gear and saved 
Mabel Cody, who was exhausted, from 
falling to the ground. Death grazed 
both of them a moment later when 
the plane landed in a lake and plung- 
ed beneath the water with them. 

Rowe is survived by his wife; a 
young son, Bonnie Jr.: his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. W. Rowe, of Bu- 
ford; two sisters, Mrs. Golden Shad- 
burn, of Buford, and Mrs. Harlow 
Prindle, of York, Pa., and three broth- 
ers, Fred Rowe, ‘of Montgomery, Ala. ;

democrat, Texas, first sought the one- 
cent rate. His complex oil schedule, 
including gaseline and by-products, 
won finally by 10 to 9. Senator Gore, 
of Oklahoma, was the only other dem- 
ocrat to support this import tax. 

The coal tax of $2 a ton provided 
by the house was retained, 11 to 8. 
The tax was made to apply to all 
kinds’ of coal and coke. A paragraph 
was added, however, providing that 
imports from any country to which 
the United States exported more than 
it imported during the previous year 
would come in free of the tax. 

The votes switched about on the 
various items but the republican ma- 
jority for the most part supported all. 
Senator La Follette, of Wisconsin, re- 
publican independent, voted against 
all the import duties. Senator Con- 
nally voted for all. 

Pipe Line Tax Cut. 


The oil pipe line tax was cut from 
8 to 3 per cent. A 4 cents tax on the 
transfer of each $100 in bonds was 
added. The extra 10 per cent tax on 

yistols and revolvers was removed, 
Th hey are now subject to the straight 
10 per cent duty. 

The 25 per cent admission tax for 
horse racing was extended to cover 
dog races, but admissions to automo- 
bile races remain at 10 per cent.
